bog treated tu rn in g up Its toes like 
other UDvn celn n ted an imals. 
In view 
of the high price at which reliable 
seru m Is sold , the temptation is very 
great for g ra fte rs an d Impostors to 
con coct a bogu s article, grace It with 
« fan cy n am e an d palm It otr on the 
u n su spectin g, who, If they n eed a hug 
cholera remed y at all, n eed It bad ly 
an d would pu rcha se without stoppin g 
to qu estion its reliability. 
It would be 
well fur all those wishin g to make 
trial of the n ew hog cholera remed y to 
use on ly su ch bran d s of the seru m as 
hove the commen d a tion of the special­ 
ists in an im al d iseases at the stale ex 
perlmen t station or of the state veteri­ 
n arian , an d the hogs should on ly he 
treated by on e who u n d erstan d s his 
busin ess thorou ghly. 
This mn n tifn e 
lure an d sale of bogus hog cholera se 
ru m call r a t h e r forcefully to min d the 
frau d that was exten sively pe rp etra t­ 
ed a cou ple of years ago u n d er the 
guise of n itrocu lturos supposed fa con 
tn in bacteria whose presen ce was fa ­ 
vorable to the growth of a n u mber 
of the legu mes. 
An examin ation by 
the gove rn men t experts revealed mn c’h 
the sam e con d ition as has been foun d 
to exist In con n « *etlon with the In tro 
d uct Ion of the n ew hog cholera MTum.
